en May 26 (AP)— 
Trainmen and the major railroads 
have settled their bitter two-year- 
old wage dispute. Three other 
rail unions remain at outs with 
the carriers. 

The Trainmen, headed by W. P. 
Kennedy, settled last night for a 
33-cent hourly increase for yard- 
men and 1842 cents for those in 
road service, effective at various 
dates back to last Oct. 1. 

Spokesmen for both sides said 
they were sure that Wage Stabili- 
zation’ Board approval was un- 
necessary because the terms had 
been agreed in general last Dec. 
21, about 30 days before the Gov- 
ernment froze wages. Whether 
that theory would hold up or not 
depends on the board. 

Terms of the settlement be- 
tween the 150,000 members of the 
trainmen's brotherhood and the 
carriers were being studied by the 
three other operating unions—the 
engineers, conductors, and fire- 
men. However, they showed no 
immediate inclination to settle on 
the trainmen’s terms. 

Dispute Started in March 1949. 

The trainmen and conductors 
started out together in March 1949 
seeking a 40-hour work week at 
48 hours’ pay for those in yard 
service and a substantial wage in- 
crease for those in train service. 

After Army seizure of the rail- 
roads last August to prevent a 
strike of the trainmen and condu- 
tors, the firemen and engineers 
joined in a united front against 
the carriers. A tentative agree- 
ment reached Dec. 21 at the White 
House was not ratified by union 
locals although it was signed by 
the presidents of the four unions. 

A stalemate has existed ever 
since.

“This is the only way we can 
reach the interstate operators,“ 
Duvall said.

000 to $200,000 has been raised by 
the truckers. 

The Houtchens resolution called 
for a six-member committee to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the 
House. As amended by Repre- 
sentative A. Clifford Jones (Rep.), 
of St. Louis county, the resolu- 
tion provides that at least two of 
the members must be legislators 
who voted against the 26.6 per 
cent small loan bill adopted 
earlier ‘by the House. 

Speaker Roy Hamlin of Hannibal 
has not yet named the committee.

Atom-Bomb Secret Five 
‘Years Ago.

WASHINGTON. May 26 (AP)— 
The United States 
gained a wide new lead in the 
race for supremacy in nuclear 
weapons. But the question is: 
Hew long can it be held? 

The lead, indicated yesterday 
in a terse announcement of secret 
experiments completed recently 
at Eniwetok, depends in great 
measure on whether the atomic 
secrecy system is better than it 
was five years ago. 

The announcement indicated 
‘United States scientists may have 
found the atomic “trigger” that 
rd fire superpowerful hydrogen 
bombs. 1 


In the summer of 1946 Soviet 
espionage agents gained key infor- 
mation on the making of atomic 
bombs. By official American esti- 
mates, Russia then gained a year 
and a half of time in its hitherto 
slow search for the atomic secret. 
It uced an atomic explosion 
in the summer of 1949. 


The American Government ap- 
parently thinks its security of nu- 
clear secrets has improved. The 
joint Senate-House Atomic Ener- 
gy on, in a recent re- 
port, commented that the atomic 
counterespionage system has not 
been pierced since the 1946 break. 

Psychological Approach? 

But for some reason Aperhaps 
international psychology) the 
United States now appears to 
want the world to know it is 
making progress toward produc- 
tion of a hydrogen bomb which 
could be a thousand times more 
powerful than atomic bombs. 

The joint announcement yes- 
terday by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Defense De- 
partment did not spell out the 
words “hydrogen bomb.” But it 
mentioned “experiments contrib- 
uting to the thermonuclear weap- 
ons research,” in saying the lat- 
est tests on Eniwetok island had 
been “successfully carried out.” 
The H-bomb is such a weapon. 

That could be a hint that by 
actual field test—using a rela- 
tively small quantity of hydro- 
gen material, like tritium, togeth- 
er with a conventional atomic 
bomb of plutonium or uranium— 
the scientists have learned how 
to touch off an H-bomb. 

Scientists have been saying such 
a “triggering” process posed two 
big problems: (1) how to produce 
heat in millions of degrees (some 
estimates on how much is needed 
to explode an H-bomb ranged up 
to 50 million, Fahrenheit); (2) How 
to prolong the time of that heat 
beyond the tiny fraction of a sec- 
ond that the peak heat of an 
atomic bomb is maintained (in 
order to use the A-bomb as a) 
“match” to set off its much 
tougher big brother). 


Badly Needed Infermation. 


It may be he AEC-military ex- 
perts also got some other badly 
needed information on the Im- 
mensely intricate business of de- 
vising a hydrogen bomb. 

When _ scientists first began 
making rough sketches of a future 
hydrogen bomb, one question was: 
how big and how heavy will it be? 

With all of its own complex 
mechanism, including equipment 
for cooling the material until the 
moment of explosion and the need 
to have a full-sized standard 
atomic bomb for producing the 
necessary heat at the moment of 
explosion, would it be too bulky 
to load into any existing bomber? 
Would the United States, once it 
possessed a hydrogen bomb, find 
there was no way to fly it to a 
target? 

The announcement said that

search on nuclear detonations, the 
major purpose of these tests, js 
secret,”

Man Whose Mother Sought 
to Have Him Imprisoned 
Accused of Murder. 


SANTA ANA, CALIF., May 26 
(AP)—Mrs. Sally Wiley asked 
Orange. county superior court to 
put her son in a mental hospital 
in 1946. 

The son, then 29 years old, “has 
been accused of molesting two lit- 
tle girls in a Buena Park theater,” 
she said. But, 17 days later, her 
petition was dismissed for some 
reason, 

Her son is Henry’ Ford Mc- 
Cracken. Yesterday, he was in- 
dicted on charges of kidnaping 
and killing Patricia Jean Hull, 10.

Detroit police disclosed they 
were planning to commit Me- 
Cracken as criminally insane 
when he fled from Michigan last 
September. 

He was under $500 bond at the 
time, they said, and had been ar- 
rested nine times in four years on 
sex charges. He was convicted 
twice. Under Michigan law a 
chronic sex offender, although 
never convicted of a major crime, 
can be committed for life. 

McCracken may plead not 
guilty by reason of insanity, his 
lawyer says. The grand jury took 
10 minutes to indict him. 

McCracken was taken before 
the grand jury but did not testify. 
He previously has denied any 
knowledge of the crime. He ad- 
mits only that he was at the 
movie theater last Saturday at the 
time Patricia was supposed to be 
there. 

The girl's body was found 
Thursday in a shallow grave in a 
lonely canyon.

Truman wisely warned, the world struggle can- 
not be won by arms alone. The Soviet threat to 
the free world is not only external but internal. 
An arms program which drained away so high 

‘a proportion of resources as to leave the do- 
mestic front unprotected from subversion might 
defeat its own purpose. 

We would like to see Congress also give at- 
tention to another part of Mr. Truman’s mes- 
sage. He said: 

We are ready as we have always been to 
follow the road of peaceful settlement of 
disputes, of control and reduction of arma- 
ments, of co-operation in applying man’s 
talents to the building of a just and pros- 
perous world society. ... If peace could be 
made sure, the American people would be 
glad to invest a part of the resources we 
must now allocate to defense to a large- 
scale program of world-wide economic de- 
velopment. 

Does Congress agree? If so, it would help 
if Congress said so. A great many people in 
the world would be encouraged to know that 
this country is ready to spend for peaceful pur- 
poses some part of what it will spend for 
armaments. 
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And Now Intimidation? 

Even if there had been nothing else to move 
the Missouri House to a vigorous investigation 
of the road busters’ lobby, reports of plain in- 
timidation and implied threats by lobbyists to 
legislators should do so. 

One Representative says a Missouri Bus and 
Truck Association lobbyist threatened him indi- 
rectly. He says this lobbyist warned he would 
not be re-elected because he sought reasonable 
increases in the state’s extremely low truck fees. 

Earlier Representative Milton Duvall said 
Gary Spencer of the Missouri Petroleum Indus- 
tries Committee told him his predecessor in 
office had been defeated because of truck legis- 
lation. Spencer explained that he was “just re- 
freshing Duvall’s mind.“ 

This is the kind of refreshment that no legis- 
lator of courage and integrity could welcome, 
and if Mr. Duvall has his way, the truck and 
oil lobbies will be first on the list for investiga- 
tion by the new special House committee on 
lobbying activities. They should be. Between 
them, the truck and oil crews have clawed at 
nearly every effort to provide more funds for 
Missouri’s cracking highways.

Pictures of Death 

The famine pictures are beginning to arrive 
from India, grisly photographs of emaciation, 
of maternal despair, of death in the streets. 
They are hard to look at here in prosperous, 
well-fed America. 

Perhaps that is why the House of Represen- 
tatives finally voted by the very decisive mar- 
gin of 293 to 94 to let India have 2,000,000 tons 
of American grain on easy terms and with no 
strings attached. 

Perhaps this grim testimony of death also will 
induce the Senate-House conference committee 
to do a quick job of ironing out the few differ- 
ences between the House measure and the one 
adopted earlier by the Senate. Uneasy con- 
sciences ought to speed the work. If this legis- 
lation had been adopted last February when 
President Truman asked for it, if the grain had 
been sent to India by April 1, instead of in 
June, many an Indian life might have been 
saved. The boon could have been so much 
more effective than it now can be! . 

Under the circumstances, we would not waste 
more time in criticism. But there is one espe- 
cially objectionable feature in thé House bill. 
It is the tequirement that at least half of the 
grain be shipped in American vessels. There 
again is the selfish hand of the maritime lobby! 

It would be cheaper to ship the grain under 
other flags. If British ships, for example, were 
used, more money could be put into food and 
less into freight charges. And those are charges 
out of which we would not like to make a 
profit. 

But since this is a race against death, let the 
grain be shipped under any flag and at any cost 
so long as it is shipped swiftly. We are inter- 

, ested in lives, not in shippers’ consciences. To 
them, we leave the pictures of death in India.

Of course, the measure ought to have the 
support of every Senator who is sincerely de- 
voted to higher standards of public education. 
But these St. Louisans have a special obligation 
to their home community. If they do not meas- 
ure up to this duty, the fact ought to be held 


against them when they are up for re-election. 


These men know their way around in Jeffer- 
son City. They know how to get action on this 
bill. They cannot hide behind a committee 
dominated by rural members. As a matter of 
fact, we doubt whether the rural members really 
care much one way or the other about this bill. 
It does not affect them. One word from their 
St. Louis associates? and the wheels will start 
turning. 

There is a new interest on the part of St. 
Louisans in their schools. This has been most 
clearly demonstrated in the recent school votes. 
Enactment of the unit control bill is one of the 
objectives of the current school reform move- 
ment. And this movement is now on an organ- 
ized, long-range footing. This time the Legisla- 
tors cannot defeat the public will with the safe 
feeling that their dirty work soon will be 
forgotten.

The programs for these concerts 
have been adapted consistently to the natural 
limitations of al fresco ‘music and the reduced 
span of attention that is likely to prevail in 
hot weather audiences. Even so the quality 
of the music performed has been kept at a 
high level without provoking any resistance 
from the public; which seems to indicate that 
sugar-and-water is not essential in holding the 
interest of concert audiences. 

That the Little Symphony concerts have genu- 
ine distinction has been confirmed more than 
once by the opinions of out-of-town visitors. 
Perry Rathbone, director of. the City Art Mu- 
seum and new president of the Little Symphony 
Society, said recently that these concerts may 
have played a determining part in bringing the 
Vienna art treasures to the city. A committee 
of two, charged with the task of selecting the 
American cities where the exhibit would be 
shown, came to St. Louis last summer to in- 
vestigate both the facilities of the museum and 
the general cultural characteristics of the com- 
munity. 1 f 

Their impression of a Little Symphony con- 
cert which they attended the quality of the 
program, the size and receptivity of the audience 
and the atmosphere of the Washington Uni- 
versity quadrangle—was so favorable that they 
raised no further questions about the commu- 
nity’s responsiveness to nfajor art. .

Educating the Local Citizen 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Writer describes how Adult Education Council set out to educate 
St. Louisans as to their local governments; broad community or- 
of ganization used in charter campaigns proved so effective it is 
being continued; plan merits consideration in other cities.

In the spring of 1949 an almost unique 
situation developed in Greater St. Louis 
in connection with local government. By 
decision of the voters, two boards of free- 
holders were set up—one to draft a new 
charter for the city of St. Louis, the other 
to prepare the first home rule charter 
for St. Louis county. 

The situation offered an unparalleled 
opportunity for inaugurating a community- 
wide program in political education. The 
Adult Education Council of Greater St. 
Louis grasped this opportunity. The re- 
sulting Political Education Program 
(P.E.P.) proved so effective that it is 


“now continuing on a permanent basis in 


Greater St. Louis. It might well merit 
consideration in other communities. 
The first step was 
the appointment of 
the P.E.P. Commit- 
tee of sixteen. Great 
care was exercised 


by the president of 


the Adult Education 
Council to assure a 
committee fully rep- 
resentative of all ma- 
jor segments of the 
community. 

This committee was 
immediately put to 
work on two major 
assignments: Bt to 
determine what ev- sah: 
ony citinan ef Greater Paul G. Steinbicker 
St. Louis should know about local govern- 
ment; (2) to discover how this knowledge 
— best be transmitted to the citizen 

dy. 

The subcommittee on “what” soon de- 
cided that if every citizen were to be 
reached effectively, the material it pre- 
pared must be simple, brief and basic. 
But it also recognized the need for devel- 
oping a fuller and more analytical treat- 
ment of the forms and functions of gov- 
ernment in Greater St. Louis, for use by 
speakers, discussion leaders and the like. 
The result was that two documents were 
prepared. 


Boiled Down, Jazzed Up 


First was a Syllabus on local govern- 
ment in Greater St. Louis, 40 mimeo- 
graphed pages. The Syllabus presented a 
fairly complete and factual account of the 
legal status, functions, structure and inner 
workings of local government in the area. 


The other document was the Political 
Education Primer, a boiled down, jazzed 
up, simplified version of the Syllabus. It 
was prepared deliberately at a sixth grade 
reading level, so as to be really useful 
to practically the entire adult population. 
It was built around five key ideas: 


1. Good men and good laws make a 
government good. Under this heading 
were analyzed the three. processes for 
selecting government personnel—the elec- 
tive system, the spoils system and the 
merit system, and the processes for se- 
curing fundamental laws. 


Job for the Citizens 


2. Local government does a lot for us. 
This section gave a realistic and interest- 
ing account of the functions of local 
government. 

3. Local government costs money, and 
we pay the cost. Here, obviously, the 

as to costs and the taxation

make this minimum amount of infor- 
mation available to as great a number 
of St. Louisans as possible. The Adult 
Education Council of Greater St. Louis 
operates under a limited budget. It could 
not finance the printing of the Primer 
at all. 

The P. E. P. Committee therefore be- 
came a fund-raisimg organization and 
soon proved to be quite adept. In short 
order, it raised enough funds, mainly 
from labor unions and business firms, 
to proceed with the printing of 50,000 
copies. 

The opening gun in its campaign was 
a series of two institutes on political edu- 
cation. The first was designed to train 
“task forces” of lecturers, discussion lead- 
ers and panelists who would become suf- 
ficiently informed and inspired to carry 
the material throughout the community. 
The second institute presented analyses 
of techniques for programming political 
education and included seminars on vari- 
ous aspects of local government. 

The institutes were quite successful. 
Ninety-nine organizations were represented 
in the attendance, comprising some 800 
delegates, who took back to their organi- 
zations a new insight into and apprecia- 
tion of local government. Of course, they 
also took back a goodly number of Primers. 


Into Homes by Television 


The other major activity of the P.E.P. 
Committee was the development of a se- 
ries of six Sunday afternoon telecasts on 
local government. The facilities of Station 
KSD-TV were made available to the com- 
mittee free of charge. Outstanding experts 
in the field, including the chairmen and 
members of the two boards of freeholders 
then functioning, participated. 


The last of the three programs on the 
city and of those on the county were tel 
phone sessions. Designed to induce 
ticipation, those watching were invited to 
telephone, during the telecast, any ques- 
tion relating to local government which 
they wished. The experts in attendance, 
in full view of the questioner back home 
watching his TV set, would try to answer 
questions immediately. 

These sessions were so well received 
that the phones rang constantly during 
the telecast. Many questions had to be 
answered by mail. 


Proof of the Pudding 


There were, of course, other activities 
in connection with the proposed new char- 
ters—radio broadeasts; newspaper edi- 
torials, press releases, speakers bureau and 
the like. It is not yet possible to measure 


‘the effectiveness of the program, but évi- 


dence is encouraging. 

The voters of St. Louis County adopted 
the charter by a two-todne majority. In 
the city of St. Louis, the charter vote was 
not held until the regular primary elec- 
tion of August 1950, when the charter 
was decisively defeated. 7 

But, it must be emphasized, the defeat 
of the city charter does not indicate any 
failure in the P.E.P. The program was 
not designed to insure adoption of the 
charter. The Primer, the TV series and 
all the other activities of the committee 


were impartial; they neither supported nor

300 Attend Performance of 
‘Marriage of Figaro’ at 
American Theatre. 


The St. Louis Choral Society, 
under the direction of Walter H. 
Kappesser presented Mozart's 
opera, “The Marriage of Figaro,” 
last night at the American Thea- 
tre. Since Kappesser had al- 
ready conducted such monumental 
works as the Verdi Requiem, 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony and 
Mahler’s Second Symphony with 
amateur singers and little prep- 
aration, it was not too surprising 
that he was courageous enough 
to tackle another masterwork 
under similar conditions. 

The results hardly justified his 
optimism or the time and re- 
sources that were expended. What 
transpired from every pore of the 
production was that the great 
Mozart operas shouldn't be at- 
tempted by amateurs in public. 
Even when all hands know their 
parts, as was not the case last 
night, the subtlety of the music is 
beyond the capacity of artists who 


dedication of the amphitheater to 
the memory of Carter Barron, 
Washington civic leader, promi- 
nent Democrat and motion pic- 
ture executive, said that faith 
and free government have always 
been opposed by dictatorship.

Prices slumped as much as 10 
cents a gallon in the Hartford, 
Conn., area where station owners 
posted prices of 16.9 cents a gal- 
lon for branded gasoline today.

In Greensboro, N. C., a price 
battle forced major brands down 
from 30 cents to 23 cents a gal- 
lon.

In Philadelphia, prices dropped 
from 26.9 cents to 22.9 cents a 
gallon, and in some places to as 
low as 20.9 cents. 

Dealers blamed the price war 
on “too much gas” resulting from 
increased production facilities.

RENCH is an eloquent language which must be 
seen to be fully understood or sometimes even 
to be comprehended at all.
